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WINDOM TAKES PITY 


ON GENERAL ROSECRANS, THE REG- 
ISTRAR OF THE TREASURY, 


AND CONCLUDES TO LEAVE HIM ALONE 


Which Means That General Longstreet wil 
Have to Select Some Other Point of 
Attack—Other Matters. 

WasntncTrox, March 21.—{Special.}]—Secre- 
tary Windom has given out that he has not 
got the heart to ask for the resignation of 
General Rosecrans, the present registrar of the 
treasury. Hlegives as his reasous that it would 
be an act of ingratitade upon the part of the 
republican party to ask for the resignation of 
such a picturesque figure in American history, 
to retire from an oflice simply because the op- 
position party was triumphant at the last 
election. He says that Rosecrans’ “services 
during the war entitled him to the. drighest 
recognition, and that his place in American 
history should not be looked upon 

¥ROM A POLITICAL STANDPOINT, 
but from a patriotic one. Of course there is 
nothing to prevent Rosecrans from resigning 
if he so desires, and it is not improbable that 
he pmy not voluntarily resign. He, of course, 
is poor, and has nothing but the office, with 
the exception of his pay as a retired officer, 
which was granted to him by the last session of 
congress, .This pays him sometffing like 
$4,500 per annum, and of course on this he 
could live, but he, no doubt, may think the 
saine as Secretary Windoin does, that he is en- 
titled to some consideration, and until he is 
‘asked to resign he may deem it advisable to 
continue in office. If this is the case, General 
Longstreet, of course, will not secure the 
registrarship of the treasury: In that event 
he will then no doubt be appointed to the col- 
lectorship of the port of Savannah. 
GENERAL LEWIS COMING HOME. 

General Lewis, one of the candidates for 
postmaster at Atlanta, in company with Ac- 
ton and E. A. Angier, left for home tonight. 
Walter Johnson, who has a strong desire to be 
collector of internal revenue, is now on the 
ground, aud doing all within his power to cre- 
ate the impression with the president that he 
should have the office. Dan Freeman is about 
equally backed for the place, and the indica- 
tions are that the contest will be one of 
marked interest before the finish is reached. 

THER MISSION TO ENGLAND. 

It was expected today that the nomination 
of minister to England would be sent to the 
senate. The nomination did not go in, and 
Senator Evarts is still the man most spoken of 
for that position, and there is not much doubt 
of the senator from New York being the man. 
The new American minister from London is 
on his way here and is expected to arrive in a 
few days. The delay in the appointment of 
the American minister to London is due to 
the fact that Mr. Harrison’s state department 
thinks it would be well to receive and consult 
on some views with the new British minister 
before naming our representative to London.

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WHITELAW KEIDS PLIGHT. 


Tiis Nomination Referred Back to the 
Committee. 

Wasuitneton, March 21.—[Special.]|—The 
f¢enate today, at executive session, which lasted 
a little over an hour, the time of which was 
taken up by a renewal of the discussion of yes- 
terday in regard to the nomination of Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid to be United States minister 
to France. The discussion was upon the same 
lines as thet of yesterday, the democrats de- 
nouucing Mr. Reid for his partisan course and 
his partisan abuse of them, and protesting 
against his confirmation. 

As was stated last night, the opposition to 
Mr. Reid is assuming large proportions, Two 
additional republican senators today. joined 
the democratic ranks in opposition to Reid’s 
confirmation. They were Plumb and Ingalls. 
This makes five republicans who have ex- 
pressed themselves in executive session as op- 
posed to Mr. Reid. The other three were 
mentioned last night. After the senate had 
considered the matter at some length this 
afternoon, it was ordered that Mr. Reid’s 
nomination be recommitted to the committee 
on foreign affairs, with a view of seeing if that 
committee would make any different report 
based upon the additional information which 
the discussion has brought forth. The demo- 
cratic senator from Mississippi said, after the 
close of the executive session this afternoon: 

“Iam very happy to announce that, in my 
opinion, Mr. Reid has got a majority of tne 
senate against him; and that there is every 
chance of the good word going forth that he 
will not be confirmed. We expect to receive 
notitication that he has declined the position 
to which he has been nominated. This is the 
only way for him to act to get out of a very 


bad dilemma.’’

A Day Without Delegations Calling—The 
President's Large Mail. 

WASHINGTON, March 2?1.—There were no 
delegations at the white house today. This is 
somewhat unusual, not having been the case, 
except on Sundays, since the 4th of March. 
There were plenty of callers, however. The 
only difference was that they came alone with 
very few exceptions. While the stormy 
weather of todav had the effect of diminishi 
the number of callers upon the president, th 
mail which arrived at the white house showed 
no signs of decreasing. Since the 4th of March 
the president’s mail has been very heavy, av- 
éraging from six to seven hundred letters, and 
on sume days running ashigh asa thousand 
letters. President €leveland’s letters rarely 
exceeded three hundred a duy. Many commnu- 
nications sent tc President Harrison are in- 
tended for other persons, several of whom are 
utterly unknown to him, the correspondent 
probably thinking that letters addressed to the 
care of the president will undoubtedly reach 
their destination.

THE RIOT IN CHIANG KIANG. 


Hiow a Quarrel of Young Pigtails Calminated 
ina General Ficht. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The department 
of state isin receipt of further details concern- 
ing the recent riot in Chiang Kiang. The 
trouble arose out of the stoning of Sikh, a po- 
liceman of the British quarter, by a crowd of 
boys and young men. It occurred on the Chi- 
nese New Year, when business was practically 
suspended in town and when the streets were 
thronged with idjers. The quarrel of the boys 
Was assumed by the men and a general fight 
ensued. A Chinaman was knocked down by 
the police, and the report was current that he 
was killed. Immediately an enraged mob at- 
tacked and 

BURNED THE POLICE STATION. 

The roadway was thronged with 20,000 riot- 
ers who surged toward the United States and 
British consulates. When the situation be- 
came alarming 500 soldiers from neighboring 
barracks appeared upon the scene, but their 
presence served only to excite the derision of 
the mob. Undeterred by the soldiers, the gates 
of the United States and British consulates 
were assaulted and the LBritish consulate 
burned, the consul barely escaping with his 
life by climbing over a rear fence. With much 
difficulty the two consuls, with their families, 
effected their escape and reacheda mail steam- 
er, Which had just arrived, just in time to 
evade the fury of the rioters who were in hot 
pursuit. The mob made various unsuccessful 
efforts to board the vessel, but were repulsed 
in each instance. The arrival of a brigade of 
soldiers in the evening and of a British man- 
of-war the following morning had the effect of 
restoring quiet. 


MAY ADJOURN NEXT WEEK. 


The President Nearly Ready to Send His 
Appointments to the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—In the executive 
session of the senate this afternoon, Senator 
Sherman announced that President Harrison 
had informed him that he (the president) 
would be so far along with his nominations 
that the senate might conveniently adjourn 
next week. It is the expectation that the 
special session will end Thursday or Friday 
next. In order to assist the president in his 
laudable intention the senate did not take the 
usual three day recess today, but will meet 
again tomorrow. The notification makes it 
practically certain that no legislative business 
will be transacted before adjournment. 

A prominent senator said today that this 
would be the programme. There will proba- 
bly be, however, some discussion of the resolu- 
tions introduced yesterday by Senator Butler, 
declaring that the senate has the power to 
elect a president pro tempore for service dur- 
ing an entire term of congress, the decision by 
the senate being decided by a number of sena- 
tors upon that disputed point. 

Nominations and Confirmations. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The president to- 
day nominated Miles C. Mocre, of :Walla 
Walla, W. T., to be governor of Washington 
territory; Oliver C. White of Dayton, W. T., 
to be secretary of Washington territory; 
Henry N. Biake, of Montana territory, chief 
justice of the supreme court of Montana; and 
about thirty postmasters all in the northern 
and western states except one, that of Mr. 
Philley, at Troy, Alabama. 

While the appointment has not yet been 
made, itis practically settled that Fred C., 
Brackett, of Washington, will succeed Eumans 
as chief clerk of the treasury. 

In executive session this afternoon the sen- 
ate confirmed a number of territorial and pos- 
tal nominations. They included all that had 
beeu reported up to that time from the com- 
mittees. The list is, however, withheld, the 
senate having failed to suspend the operation 
of the rule which keeps the confirmations se- 
cret, and delays notification to the president 
until two additional executive sessions shal] 
have supervened without entry of motion to 
reconsider. 

The senate, after a brief executive session, 
without opening its doors, took a recess until 
2 o'clock, at which time, there being no 
further nominations, adjournment was had 
until 1 o’clock tomorrow. 

Windom Wishes to be Let Alone. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.--Secretary Win- 
dom has tendered the post of supervising arch- 
itect of the treasury to James H. 
Windrim, _ of Philadelphia. Secretary 
Windom has been so overrun by 
office-seekers that he has had no time toattend 
to office business, and he has accordingly is- 
sued a notice that he has reserved the time 
between 10 and 11:30 a, m. to senators and rep- 
resentatives, that he will receive other per- 
sons whose business relates to oflicial patron- 
age, between 11:30 and 1 p. m., and after that 
time he must deny himself to callers. 


KILLED BY A HAIL STORM. 


Storm of 
Known. 
RALEIGH, N. C., March 21.—[Special.J—A 

hail storm. which swept across New Hanover 
county day before yesterday, was the severest 
on record. The full extent of its damage was 
not known until yesterday. The hail stones 
were of enormous size, and fellin sheets. 
Many were as large as hen’s eggs. Much 
damage was done shrubs and glass in Wil- 
mington. The storm was severe forty miles 
west of Wilmington. Some damage was done 
fruit, but the strangest fact of all was the kiil- 
ing of Benjamin Moore, a young colored man, 
by the hail. Moore was caught in the storm 
in the suburbs of Wilmington, and was beaten 
by the enormous hail stones until he was com- 
pletely exhausted. He was discovered after 
the storm. lying helpless on the ground. He 
was bleeding at the mouth and nose, and his 
condition Was so alarming that a physician 
was sent for, but before he arrived Moore was 
dead.

T° PREVENT A LYNCHING IN. BIR- 
MINGH AM. 


STILL ANOTHER BRUTAL MURDER. 


A Lady’s Skull Crushed In By a Negro Man— 
A Piece of Ratiread Iron The Weapon 
Used—Gatling Guns at the Jail. 


BirkMINGHAM, Ala., March 21.—[Special. ]— 
The boldest and one of the most 
brutal crimes in the history of 
this city, was committed about nine o’clock this 
morning. Mrs. J. U. Lundy, the wife of a re- 
tail grocery merchant, was knocked in thehead 
with a heavy piece of iron and fatally injured 
by a negronamed Jim Williams. Not since 
the Hawes murders last December has there 
been such excitement in this city, and were i 
not for the fact that 

THE JAIL 18 TONIGHT GUARDED 
by twenty well armed men and three gatling 
guns, the negro would be lynched before morn- 
ing. J. U. Lundy Keeps a small store near the 
freight depot of the railroad depot of the Kan- 
sas City road, about six blocks from the busi- 
ness center of the city, but in a thickly settled 
locality.

The negro then robbed the cash drawer, 
securing about $2 in money;,- and then made 
off. He was seen by several people to enter 
the store, and was seen a few moments later 
running away. Thecrime was discovered in 
a little while, and about an hour later the 
negro was 

CAPTURED AFTER A DESPERATE STRUGGLE 
with a policeman. He was shot once by the 
oflicer, but not dangerously wounded. He was 
fully identified and is now in jail. Mrs. Lundy 


‘is still alive, but Cannot recover, and she has 


never regained consciousness. 
THE NEWS OF THE CRIME 
spread rapidly and aroused great indignation, 
and prominent citizens suggested hanging the 
negro on one. of the main _ streets 
before night. Soon after the negro was cap- 
tured Sheriff Smith placed a strong guard at 
the jail and made every preparation to resist a 
mob if one should be organized. The gatling 
guns of the Birmingham artillery company 
have been standing in the jail yard since the 
bloody riot in December, and they were gotten 
in readiness for use, These preparations and 
the memory of ‘thé attempt to lynch Dick 
Ilawes which met such a bloody repulse, it is 
beheved, will prevent any attack on the jail.

‘ AN AGENT IN JAIL. 


A Farmer Has Him Arrested for Enticing 
Away His Haggis. 

RALEIGH, N. C,, Mareh 21.—A white man 
named H. H. Cheek, one of the agents en- 
gaged in inducing negro immigrants to go 
south, came to grief here today. He left here 
last night with a party of about sixty negroes 
for Mississippi, but at Greensboro, eighteen 
miles from here, he was overhauled by a prom- 
inent farmer of thissection, named A. T. 
Mial, who had him arrested and brought back 
to this city, charging that he had enticed 
away hands who were hired to work for him by 
the year. 

Cheek was arraigned this evening before a 
justice of the peace and found guilty, and in 
default of $200 was put in jail. His whole 
crew were left at Greensboro, where they yet 
remain. Farmers throughout this section have 
been left wit!iout hands enough to work their 
crops, and Mial determined to make a test 
ease. Cheek is from Warren county, in this 
state, and has been acting as agent for south-

CHATTANOOGA, March 21.—Jim Cooly,a des- 
perado widely Known in Roane county, went 
to the*residence of Mack Brown, late Monday 
night and called for Brown, with whom he 
had a quarrel of long standing. Brown, cer- 
tain of being shot should he appear at the 
door, refused to come out and Cooley, after 
waiting a few minutes, threw several dynamite 
cartridges on the roof, from which they rolled 
to the ground, exploding with such violence as 
to almost demolish the house and severely in- 
juring Mrs. Brown. Cooley was arrested yes- 
terday, but swore he would kill any one who 
would testify against him. He was taken be- 
fore a magistrate and drew a pistol on the 
first witness called. Before he could fire, 
however, the sheriff shot him in the head, 
without infiicting a serious wound.

Some cottages north of the Continental hotel, 
which were nearing completion, have had 
their foundations nearly washed from -under 
them, so that a heavy wind will be liable to 
blow them to the ground. The sea wall has 
been wreeked for hundreds of feet, and the 
ocean front isin a deplorable condition, but 
arrangements will be made to restore it at 
once.

THE WEAVERS’ STRIKE. 


They Hold a Mass Meeting and Show No 
Signs of Weakening. 

Fatt River, Mass., March 21.—The edict 
of the manufacturers as made known after the 
interview by the state board of arbitration yes- 
terday, appeared to produce no effect upon the 
strikers at their meeting this morning. The 
chairman called the meeting to order and re- 
viewed the situation. The only thing left for 
the weavers to do was to stand firm and -forcee 
their employers to consider their claims. They 
had gone too far to take any backward steps 
now. A speaker took the floor at this point 
and attempted to advocate a return to work. 
His sentiments were not very well received, 
and after cries of 

“THROW HIM OUT,”’ 
he was called down and speeches better suited 
to the temper of the audience followed. The 
strikers displayed as much enthusiasm and de- 
termination as ever, and voted to stick out to 
the last. Managers of the several mills held a 
meeting this morning and voted to stand by 
the association. Most of them are inclined to 
the belief that the struggle will net end for a 
fortnight, and are inclined to favor shutting 
down the mills tomorrow. 
Failure of the Feather Workers. 

New York, March 21.—The failure of the 
feather workers’ strike is complete. On Tues- 
day afternoon, Miss Ida Van Etten, secretary 
of the working women’s association, sent the 
following to Messrs. Cohenfeldt & Co.: 

Gentlemen; The strike of the feather work- 
ers’ branch of the working women’s association is 
declared off. The girls are defeated. I have sent 
several girls to your place to apply for work this 
afternoon. 

Of the 200 girls who originally went out on 
strike, fifty drifted back at various times to 
their old places and one hundred resumed 
work at Cohenfeldt’s factory this morning. 
The remaining fifty, it is believed, will find 
employment atonce in their old shops.

IRISH CHEERS IN THE COMMONS 
When the Character of tho Leader of the 
Troops at Mitchellstown is Shown to 
Be Bad—The Copper Sy 1dicates. 


. Lonpon, March 21.—In the house of com- 
mons this aternoon Baron Henry be Worms, 
parliamentary colonial secretary, read a tele- 
gram which had been received trom the cape 
in reply to an inquiry concerning Captain 
Seagrave, who commanded the constables at 
the Mitchellstown riots in 1887. The telegram 
said that Captain Seagrave Was dismissed 
from the cape infantry service in 1885 for 
gross neglect of duty and a breach of trust. 


The reading of the dispatch was followed by 
a scene of great disorder. The Irish members 
rose in their places and cheered, and there 
were cries of ‘‘Pigott!’’ “Pigott!”’ ““Remember 
Mitchellstown!”’ ete. 

When quiet was restored, Mr. Balfour, chief 
secretary for Ireland, said he had suspended 
Seagrave, but preferred not to dismiss him 
until the documentary evidence of his guilt 
had been received. 

ANDREWS’S MISSION TO AMERICA, 

Home Secretary Matthews, In reply toa 
question, admitted that Police Inspector An- 
drews had visited America since the passage of 
the Parnell commission bill, but he did not 
know whether Andrews had seen Le Caron, 
informer, there. On a vote of Balfour’ssalary, 
Moriey severely criticised the government’s 
action in carrying on ‘furtive and clandestine 
battle behind its opponents’ back.’’ Bradlaugh 
moved that Balfour’s salary be reduced by 
£500. 

Mr. Morley adduced a mass of details re- 
specting witnesses for the Times, with the 
view of disposing of the government’s profes- 
sions of neutrality. These details were main- 
ly drawn from facts elicited by daily question- 
ing in parliament. Mr. Balfour professed that 
he had not followed the proceedings of the 
Parnell commission with much interest. That 
was surprising.

Mr. Balfour, amid continued opposition 
laughter, denied the charge that the govern- 
ment was connected with the Times through 
Piggot’s scandalous and unfounded libel. The 
opposition, he said, revelled in the libel, while 
affecting to regard it as the most shocking of 
crimes. They had charged Houston with 
having acted in complicity with Piggot, but 
they had declined toexamine Houston when 
invited to do so, He thought it would be more 
decorous for the gentlemen opposite to refrain 
from comments, [renewed laughter} and ask 
how it was that witnesses were intimidated. 

Mr. Balfour was called to order by the 
chairman. Continuing, he said that the gov- 
ernment volunteered no information for the 
purposes of the commission, but they were 
willing to give it to either side when required. 

HARCOURT SPEAKS. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said that Mr. 
Balfour misapprehended Mr. Morley’s case. 
The fact that Lrish constables had been sub- 
pened did not make it necessary for them to 
remain for months in London, unless they 
were performing distinct services for the 
Times. 

The speaker raised a laugh by showing how 
the statements of Matthews and Balfour con- 
flicted. 

Mr. Bradlaugh said that, so far from being 
partial, the government had withheld from 
the persons accused matters pertaining to 
their defense.

T. P. Q’Connor was called to order for 
charging Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour with 
trying to galvanize the Parnell forgeries into 
life again. An exciting scene ensued. O’Con- 
nor twice refused to withdraw his remark as 
far as it concerned Lord Salisbury, amid the 
approving cries of his colleagues. 

The chairman appealed to the members on 
both sides to assist him in keeping order, but 
he did not further insist upon the withdrawal 
of O’Connor’s remark. 

O’Connor charged that the Times was 
equally guilty of allowing Pigott to go after hie 
confessed forgery. 

William Redmond, nationalist, was called to 
order several times, and the chairman finally 
warned him against further unseemly con- 
duct. 

When the division was called Mr. Chamber- 
lain crossed the house and sat chatting with 
Ricchie, a member of the cabinet.

Paris, March 21.—In chamber deputies to- 
day Laner in discussion of an interpellation of 
the copper crisis demanded that the penal 
code provision against monopolies be enforced.

IN THE REICHSTAG. 
Estimates forthe German Army and Navy 
Discussed, 

Berwin, March 21.—In the reichstag today, 
estimates for increasing the horsing of artillery 
passed the second reading. The bill providing 
for dual administration of the naval depart- 
ment also passed its second reading. In the 
debate on the latter bill, Prince Bismarck, ree 
plying to Herr Richter’s criticism, showed 
that the responsibility of the naval authorities 
to the reichstag would be in no way altered. 
The change, he said, wasa constitutional one. 
He declined to be responsible for the com- 
mander of the navy. 

The plan only involved the application to 
the navy of a system that had already been 
tested in,the army, namely, placing the ad- 
mifal in chief av the head of the navy, just as 
general in chief was at head of the army. Of 
course the emperor. was the supreme com- 
mander of both branches. Baron Von Frank- 
enstein said he thought the necessity for an 
immediate change had not been sufficiently 
shown. 

Bismarck replying said that the execution 
proposed change would only demand haste 
should the present peaceful prospects become 
clouded. 

A Bloodless Duel. 

Pestu, March 21.-—-Efforts of friends to ef. 
fect a reconciliation between Deputies Polonyi 
and Kraitzik, who had an altercation in the 
chamber yesterday, were unsuccessful. The 
two ——— fought a duel today. Neither was 
injured. 

THE RIOTING RENEWED. 

The rioting was renewed here tonight. One 
hundred persons were arrested. The governor 
has issued a proclamation declaring that the 
severest measures will be taken with the 
rioters, Prime Minister Von Tisza had an 
interview with Emperor Francis Joseph to- 
day, and received full powers to stop the out- 
breaks. The emperor expressed the-~ fullest 
confidence in the premier, and made him 
promise that he would not venture out with- 
out police protection. Von Tisza said the 
chief danger was already over. 

The Suppressed Paper. 

Beri, March 21.—In the lower house of 
the landtag today, Herr Herrefuith, minister 
of the interior, replying to Herr Richert, said 
he did not consider himself authorized to dis- 
cuss motives for the suppression of the Volks 
Zeitung. The police, in prosecuting the paper 
had acted properly. The printer an saiilicheas 
of the Volks Zeitung had entered an appeal, 
and the decision in the case now rested with 
the imperial commission, which the minister 
had no right to prejudice. The law court 
would decide as to whether the future publica- 
tion of the paper should be interdicted. 

Herbert Starts for England, 


BERLIN, March 21.—Count Herbert Bis- 
marck started today for London. The Boer- 
sen Zeitung says that the object of his journey 
is to personally settle the last questions at is~ 
sue in connection with the rapprochment be- 
tween England and Germany, and adds: 
“The fact that only such divergence exists as 
personal explanations can reconcile, justifies 
the hopes of an Anglo-German alliance.’’ 

Evictions in Erin. 


Dus, March 21.—A number of tenants of 
Townarvilly, county Donegal, have been 
evicted from their holdings.

A Railroad Reminiscence, 

E.x-Postmaster-General Thomas L. James’s 
article, ‘‘The Railway Mail Service,’’ published in 
the March number of Scribner's Magazine, has 
maturally brought out a number of interesting 
reminiscences; among them a letter from Inspector 
Griffin, of the Canadian postal service, who wriies 
as follows to General James: 

“In the spring of 1858, I wassent by my depart- 
menutio Enginzud to learn their money order busi- 
ness and therailway postoflice work. I returned 
in the summer of 1854, and our money order system 
was stasted soon after, and in October, 1554, I was 
sent to the western part ot Canada to put railway 
postoffice work in-operation on the Great Western 
railway—then justfinished. Inthe course of my 
duties I was necessarily brought into intimate rela- 
tiviis with the Chicago, Detroit, and Buffalo post- 
oflices. Iwas reqnested to stay for some time at 
Chicago. and to put that officeintoa better shape, 
which Idid with G. B. Armstrong, the assistant 
postmaster towhom you referin your magazine 
article, 

inthe spring of 1864—-April,I think—the post. 
ofice department at Washington requested my 
postmaster-general to allow meto assist ithe intro. 
duction of our money order and railway postoftice 
distribution systems in the United States postotiice. 
I wentto New York, where Lwas met by Mr. Zey- 
erley, the first agsistont postmaster-general, and 
with him I visited Bostou, New York, Baltimore 
and Philadelphia postotiices, examining the work 
ofeach and s .ggesting such alterations as practice 
had shown to Le improvements, I then remaincd 
jor soine time at Washington, 

Judze Tiair was postimaster-general and I strongly 
recommended the immediate employment of Mr. 
(7, i}. Armstrong, who I looked upon as one of the 
best p, o.. menin the service. W. Biackfan was 
foreign service clerk. Both of these officers unfor- 
tunately died soon afterwards, 

With Mr. Zeverley I went to Wilmington, 
De!., and |! drewarough planof a p. o., car and 
fitted up an old baggage car. 

I waited at Washington until the first distributs 
ing postoiiice car left there for New York with clerks 
in it from Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia and 
New York pos ofiices, and I was gratified at the in- 
formation that letters had. been delivered in New 
York by carriers four hours earlier than before— 
this was my reward. 

I cannot forget the kindness with which I was 
treated by the postofiice department at Washington, 
end my visit was, I hope, of some use--hut I some- 
times feel a little mortification at my assistance be- 
sng entinely overlooked when publication is made 
of such interesting snbjects as the ifitroduction of 
such improvements a8 you haveso well described 
in Scribner’s.”’

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THE LOST ATLANTIS.

NO ORGANIC UNION. 


SPICY TALK FROM A STRONG PRES- 
BYTERIAN ON A BIG SUBJECT. 
He Says the Southern Presbyterians Do Not Want 
Organic Union With Northern Prasbyterians, 
And Tells Why—But C -ngiders Co-operation a 
Good Thing—The Meeting of the Conference 
Committee in Atlanta, 


“Have set their faces as a flint.” 

‘That’s a strong expression,” said a strong 
Atlanta Presbyterian yesterday. ‘‘Now let me 
read the whole sentence— 

‘**The question of organic union is fondly 
dreamed of by the northern church, but the 
leaders in the Presbyterian church south have 
set their faces asa flint against uniting with 
the northern eburch. 

“That sentence is from the New York Tri- 
bune of a late date,” said the strong Atlanta 
Presbyterian, who is also a distinguished Geor- 
gian. 

‘Well, what do you think of it?” 

“Itis thetrath. The southern Presbyte- 
rians are dead against organic union with the 
northern Presbyterians, and they are right. I 
am more devoted tothe Presbyterian church 
than [am to the democratic party, but if or- 
ganic union shouid take place, I would quit 
the Presbyterians and join the Hardshell Bap- 
tists.’’ 

‘*What are your reasons?” 

“Oh, there are a number, and good ones too. 
The southern Presbyterians have never for- 
gotten the deliverance of 1861, in which what 
the northern Presbyterians called loyalty to 
the union was virtually made a test of mem- 
bership in their organization. It will be time 
enough to talk about organic union when that 
very obnoxious deliverance shall have been 
expunged from the records of the northern 
Presbyterian church. That has not been done 
you know.”’ 

‘What else?” 

‘Well, the ‘nigger’ pops up serenely, you 
know. There are more negroes in the south 
in proportion to the population than anywhere 
else on the globe. The north is responsible 
for the negroes down south. They brought 
them over and sold them tous. They freed and 
enfranchised them. They are responsible for 
their present condition. The south is not. 
But here is the point. Organic union between 
the northern and southern Presbyterians 
means negro communicants in southern Pres- 
byterian churches, and we don’t intend to have 
them. It is best for the negroes to have their 
own churches, the whites theirs, let the races 
be kept apart and they will get along better.’’ 

‘Something more ?”’ 

“Yes. Organic union would make the as- 
sembly of the Presbyterians too large and un- 
wieldly, and organic union would undoubtedly 
lead to quarreling between the northern and 
southern Presbyterians, whereas they are now 
at peace. This quarreling would lead to an- 
other separation after a time.’’ 

“What do you think of co-operation between 
the northern and southern Presbyterians ?”’ 

‘‘T am in favor of it and think it would be 
far better than organic union. Co-operation 
would enable the northern and southern Pres- 
byterians to do grand work in conjunction 
without actually coming together in one or- 
ganization. The only possible way to secure 
harmony between the northern and southern 
Presbyterian churches is to keep them as far 
apart, organically speaking, as possible. If you 
become intimate with some people you are sure 
to quarrel—therefore the best way to get 
along with some people is to stay 
away fromthem. This remark applies to rel- 
atives as well as acquaintances. Keep apart— 
but wish them wellall the same, It is not 
ouly well, but wise, so:mnetimes.’’ 

“What is the status of the two clmrches now 
on this quest:on ?”’ >. 

*The southern assembly pronouced Rgainst 
organic union last May in Baltimore—but ap- 
pointed a committee to confer with as*nilar 
committee appointed by the northern church 
in reference to modes of fraternal co-operation 
in Christian work, both at home and abroad. 
The northern assembly have declared for or- 
ganic union—but ‘for the more efiective per- 
formance of Christian work.’ 

“A new committee was appointed to confer 
with the southern committee in devising such 
methods of conducting our common work, both 
at home and abroad, as shall open the door to 
the fullest and heartiest co-operation,’ 

The Atlanta Meeting. 

“This conference committee of the northern 
and southern Presoyterian churches will meet 
in Atlanta on the 24th of April. The session 
will probably be secret, but the result of the 
discussions will be published.

MURDERED AT A CAKE PARTY. 


Negro. 

Dus, Ga., March 21—[{Special.]— Last 
Saturday night a general shooting frolic took 
place at whatis known as the “John Henry 
house,’’ John Henry having occupied the 
house last year. The place is located on the 
Guyton place abouta mile in front of the 
Guyton dwelling. Some of the negroes on 
whatis known as the lower place, gave a 
cake-cutting there on the night referred to, a 
whisky imbibing crowd was in attendance, 
headed by George Hightower, a white man 
living about three miles from the scene of ac- 
tion. Itseems thata number of guns and 
pistols were fired before any took effect. 

Hardy Guyton, son of A'fred Guyton, an 
lionest and hard wofking negro, was mortally 
wounded, from the effects of which he died 
the next afternoon. The pistol-ball entered a 
little to one side of his back, penetrating his 
bowels as was disclosed by the autopsy. Owen 
Lawson, colored. was seriously wounded a few 
min — afterward by a gun shot wound in the 
thigh. 

The inquest disclosnres make it appear that 
the murderer and his accessories went there 
for the purpose of raising a disturbance and 
getting revenge for a fancied wrong done them 
at a candy-puiling a week previous. 

_ The coroner’s jury returned this verdict: 

We the jury, from the evidence befvre us, find 
that Hardy Guyton came to his death by a pistol 
shot wound from the hands of George Hightower, 
and that the same is niurder. 

We also find that Jim Page, Dave Coleman, Willis 
Hightower, Bunk Moorman, John Guyton and 
Crawtord Wright were accessories to the crime.

TURPENTINE EASES OF F IN PRICE 
UNDER RECEIPTS OF NEW CROP. 


One Hundred and Fifty Six Thousand Barrels 
Represent Approximately the Season's 
Output in the Savannah Territory. 


From the Savannah, Ga.. Times. €: 

A few barrels of the new crop of spirits tur- 
pentine and rosin are coming into the market 
every day now. The figst barrelof the new 
crop appeared two weeks ago. In two weeks 
more the receipts of this season’s distilling 
will be considerable, and as April grows older 
the new goods will pour in. 

On Saturday the market for gpirits eased 
down a cent. Ferafull week or more the 
price had been up to 51 cents a gallon. When 
the market got up to 45cents the manufactur- 
ers rushed in every gallon they could get. 
Then they scraped and scraped and managed 
to getafew more barrels. Fifty cents left 
precious little spirits in the country. Twenty- 
five dollars a barrel has all the relative 
drawing qualities of a mustard plaster. The 
receipt for the season just closing will push 
100,000 barrels-yery close. Of all that comes 
in though the next ten days there will be 
but little old spirits. Without doubt the fig- 
ures for the receipts up to yesterday (156,328 
gallons) represent ali the old crop, for that 
total includes a good deal of the new. This is 
afalling off of 14,000 casks from last season’s 
receipts at Savannah. That, however, was 
an exceptional year. Not much of a vVaria- 
tion is looked for either way for the coming 
season. Naval stores men as a rule estimate 
that next year’s receipts will be between 150,- 
000 and 160,000 casks of spirits. The high 
prices which have ruled since October induced 
the manufacturers to cut all the boxes they 
possibly couid. But the rainy weather inter- 
fered with them a great deal between the holi- 
days and March 1, when cutting had to stop. 
So the average cut is believed to be about 
what it was the year before. 

If there has been a decrease fine grades of 
rosin ought to command a good price next 
season. As frequently stated in the Times 
during the past six months this has been a 
good season for turpentine and pale rosins have 
sold at a fair figure. It was hoped that epirits 
would break the record this year and do bet- 
ter than 52 cents, as was quoted in 1886. But 
51 was as high as turpentine could be pushed, 
and now the market has started to sag off. 
No one who does not have to fill his orders 
immediately will ag top of the market 
now. A decline is bound tocome. The only 
question is willit be a sheer tumble or a grad- 
ual descent. Last March the highest quota- 
tion was 37ie. When the new 
season opened ‘on April 2, turpentine was 
easy at 364c bid, but by May 1, it had 
gone down 4}c to 32c,. A month later spirits 
had got up to 34}c, but on July Ist they were 
back to 525c. Thus the market fluctuated. 
By August 1su 34c. was all that was given, and 
on September Ist it was only one cent better. 
During that month the market grew stronger, 
and 3);c was paid before the last of the month. 
In October the 40c mark was passed. Since 
then turpentine has come high, except during 
one short interval. The market’s low water 
mark wasin July, 1887, when spirits were 
down to 28c, and a drug at that, All that sum- 
mer the market was dull, and by October tur- 
pentine was quoted only. at 30c. 

‘lhe coming year promises to be one of high 
prices for spirits, and it need be no surprise if 
turpentine gets up near 60¢ before March 3lst, 
1890. Good prices will rule throughout the 
year.

They convinced the governor 
that on the night of the murder in Sparta 
Rollins attended a ball in Belmont where 
he was seen by one hundred persons. This 
was strong enough, but about this time the 
real murderer was arrested, and made a con- 
fession. ‘The innocent prisoner was then 
released. 

The queer part of the business is that the 
murderer and Rollins look exactly alike. 
They are crippled the same way in their 
left hands, andin every respect resemble 
each other. 


A Doctor on Mendacity. 

Dr. Horace Porter advances an 
ing theory in the Open Court. 

According to Dr. Porter, there is a ten- 
dency to mendacity among the veterans of 
the late war. It takes a bold man to make 
such an assertion, but the doctor has the 
courage of his convictions. While he de- 
plores this failing of our ex-soldiers, he has 
an explanation which shows that they are 
in no way to blame. He says that our sol- 
diers suifered.a severer strain than they 
eould stand during the war. This strain 
has aged them before their time, caused 
their nerves to degenerate, and produced ‘‘a 
retrograde metamorphosis of the hemispher- 
ical ganglia.’’ 

This sounds alarming enough, and the 
doctor assures us that it is the physical 
basis of the mendacity which he chargés 
upon our -veterans. Dr. Porter is pro- 
foundly interested in the matter, and hopes 
that it will be fully discussed in the light of 
modern neuropathology. 

The unscientific reader will regard Dr. 
Porter’s alleged discovery with horror and 
amazement. The proposed discussion will 
excite his indignation. If the doctors get 
together to talk about the supposed men- 
dacity of the heroes of the war, they will 
find that the men who wore the blue and 
the gray are not going to stand any of their 
nonsense. Brave men are not liars, and 
have no tendency that way. Thousands of 
them have become physical and mental 
wrecks on account of hardship and ex- 
posure, but Dr. Porter is the only man that 
has ever brought this sweeping charge of 
mendacity against them. 

After all, the vaporings of this unknown 
man, who is probably a crank, should pro- 
voke laughter rather than indignation. As 
arulea brave man is simple, tender and 
truthful. It is not likely that physical suf- 
fering wholly revolutionizes such a char- 
acter.

The Five Hundred Deliar Prize Gees to theVeter. 
ais—How the Drawing Was Conducted—A 
Large Crowd at the Armory Last Night, 


The raffle was held last evening. 
500 bill goes to the association. 

It would have gone to Dr. W. H.. Leyden if 
the doctor had only kepthisticket. The num- 
ber was 2,437. Dr. Layden bought the ticket 
during the confederate veteraus’ fair, and it 
was good fora chance at ,the original $1,000 
bill.

Amongst the numbers were 2,457 and 1,690— 
the latter returned by a Stone Mountain stone- 
cutter about three weeks ago. The other 
ticket, 2,437, was returned yesterday afternoon 
by Dr. Layden.

If the doctor had allowed his dollar to fre- 
main in Dr. Fox’s hands four hours more it 
would have borne interest at the rate of 109,- 
281,000 per cent.

HOW IT WAS DONE, 

By half past seven last evening the Confed- 
erate hall on Broad street was filled to over- 
flowing. There were old and young, and of 
all sorts and kinds. 

There were merchants and bankers, news- 
boys and bootblacks, dudes, clerks, sports, 
lawyers, one or two ministers, printers, bai- 
liffs and what not. 

Everybody was smoking a cigar and every- 
body was liberal as if each one of them felt 
certain of drawing the $500. Even the news- 
boys were smoking cigarettes and planning 
what they would do with £500. 

Everybody was talking. For an hour after 
the hall was filled people continued to come. 

About half-past eight Dr. Amos Fox, Colonel 
Albert Cox, Mr. Paul Romare and Mr. R. M. 
Farrar entered the ball with the lottery. 

There was a barrel mounted on a stand and 
turned by a crank, like a well-windlass. In- 
side the barrel were 3,000 tickets. 

Then there was a peanut purcher, and in 
this were twenty slips of paper corresponding 
to the twenty prizes to be drawn. 

The plan was a simple one. 

The barrel was revolved a few times, to mix 
up the tickets. Thena bung was taken ont 
and a little boy blindfolded took out one 
ticket. It was a prize. Then the peanut 
parcher was revolved, and one of the printed 
cards in there taken out in the same way by 
another little boy blindfolded, and by the 
print on the slip the value of the prize was 
fixed, 

All this was explained riefly. 

“Are you ready?” asked Dr. Fox at the 
barrel. 

‘*All ready,’’ said Mr- Romare. 

Dr. Fox gave the barrel six or seven turns. 
Then the hung was taken out, and little Ira 
De Lamata, who had been blindfolded, took 
out one ticket and handed it to Dr. Fox, who 
in turn handed it to Mr. Farrar. Mr. Farrar 
whispered to Colonel Cox, and the number 
was called aioud by Mr. Cox: 

“Number 465.” 

Everybody looked at their tickets. 

Then ‘‘Doc’’ Moon gave his goober parcher 
afew turns, took out the bung, and littie 
Charlie Atkinson, who was blindfolded, drew 
out a card. 

This was handed to Colonel Cox, who an- 
nounced: 

‘*‘Number 465, draws $20.”’ 

In like manner 19 other tickets were drawn 
from the barrel, and the valueof each was 
fixed by 19 eards taken, in succession, from 
the goober parcher,

Further Facts About the Meeting of the 
Grand Lodge and General Grand Lodge. 
As was stated in yesterday’s paper, the grand 

chapter of Royal Arch Masons will hold its 

annual conyocation in Atlanta on April 24th, 
alternating each year between Atlanta and 

Macon, 

Yesterday afternoon Dr. Love, who is well 
up inall matters pertaining to the order, was 
asked about the meetings to be held here in 
April and October. 

“The grand lodge of the state, consisting of 
about 325 subordinates, holds its annual com- 
munications permanently in Macon,’’ he said, 
and mects the last Tuesday in October—this 
year on the 20th of that month. 
The grand  chaptor of Royal Arch 
Masons, composed of about thirty- 
one subordinate chapters holds its an- 
nual convocation alternately in Atlanta, and 
in Macon, meeting this year in Atlanta on the 
24th of April. 

‘The geveral grand chapter is com posed of the 


representatives of the grand chapters of the | 


several states of the union, with few excep- 
tions. This body meets triennially, at such 
time and place as may be designated by its 
general grand council. This year that council 
has fixed upon Atlanta as the place, and 
October 2Uth as the time of the meeting.”’ 

‘Won't this conflict with the next meeting 
of the grand lodge of the state, to be held in 
Macon ?”’ 

‘‘Yes, but strenuous efforts are now being 
made with the general grand council to change 
the date of the triennial to avoid the conflict 
of time, as the grand lodge cou!ld not change 
under its constitution. What will be the re- 
sult of these efforts is as yet unkuown. The 
maiter is in the hands of Dr. J. W. Oslin, of 
Gainesville, chairman of the committee of the 
grand chapter on entertainments of the. gen- 
eral grand chapter at its triennial meeting in 
Atlanta.’”’ 

In speaking of the different cities in which 
the general graud chapter had held its meet- 
ings, the doctor said: 

‘This grand body was organized in 1798, and 
has held its triennial meetings since. It met 
in Haitimore in 1852 and 1871; in Washington 
city in 1835 and 1886; in St. Louis in 1868, and 
in Nashville in 1874. These are the only meet- 
ings ever heid southward.”’ 

‘‘How has Georgia been represented at these 
meetings ?”’

“Oh, about $100,’’ 

““{ see you have a watch. What’s it worth ?”’ 

“Twenty dollars.”

The building is of course the object of 
more discussion than its equipment, as the lat- 
ter is as a whole of comparatively little conse- 
quence. 

If the building has been suggested as suit- 
able for one thing it has been suggested as fit 
for a hundred. 

Some have proposed converting it into a 
grand union depot, or that it would make a 
first class hotel, while others have suggested 
that it is just the thing for an opera house. 

And yet it is just possible that it will not be 
used for anything. It has long been consid- 
ered unsafe as well as incotvenient, and 
it is very likely that whoever gets 
it will tear it down and _— build 
a safe and more modern structure, As it now 
stands, the building is unfit for anything, and 
it would hardly pay to remodel it. 

Some time ago the building was advertised 
for sale, but no bids were received, and it wil! 
be offered again soon. It is expected that when 
the législature meetsin July, that body will 
dispose of itin some manner, if itis not soid 
before then. As tothe furniture, the greater 
part of it, consisting of desks, tables, chairs, 
carpets, etc.. will probably be sold at public 
outery, while some of the desks will be used in 
the committee rooms inthe new building. 
Most of the furniture is old-fashioned 
and pretty well worn, some of it having been 
brought from the old capitol at Milledgeville. 

The desks inthe senate chamber and hall
